Bad Detours To 

Harass Motorists 

All This Season 



Bad Winter and Low Funds 

Have Made Road Patching 

Widely Prevalent 



Church Notes 



Main Liners planning automobile 
trips this summer should make a 
careful check-up on road maps, and 
with automobile clubs, for bad de- 
tours due to road construction which 
are expected along their proposed 
r-outcs. 

Due to the severity of the last 
winter with its harmful effects on 
roads necessitating much repair work, 
and because of the great amount of 
road construction being carried on by 
the State and Federal Governments, 
troublesome detours will be especially 
numerous this season. This warning 
is contained in the latest bulletins 
from both the Philadelphia Automo- 
bile Club and the Keystone Club. 

Because of insufficient funds, the 
State Highway Department is sal- 
vaging as much of the damaged roads 
as possible, rebuilding only those sec- 
tions that were completely ruined by 
the winter. 

New construction in Montgomery 
and neighboring counties will elimi- 
nate a number of narrow "bottle 
necks" and several sections of rough 
paving in otherwise well-built roads. 
Bridge replacements and railroad 
grade crossing elimination is also 
under way. 

New construction to be done by con- 
tracts in this vicinity includes: 

Widening of U. S. Route 30 
through Bryn Mawr, work to start 
soon; a new and wider underpass to 
lie built under the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road at Wawa, work to start imme- 
diately; building of two bridges and 
relocation of highway on U. S. Route 
422 at Norristown ; and grade 
ing elimination at Bethayres, 
now under way.
